navigation. In order to effect this, they 
were obliged to cut down their rates so 
low in competition with the far cheaper 
Water carriage, Mat they had to do a 
vastly greater amountof hanlage for 
very trifling increase in their profits, 
and even in some instances, at a posi- 
tive loss. In order to compensate for 
this im some measure, and to make a 
show of dividend upon the extravagant 
amount of “Waterel Stock,” with 
which most of the companies are load- 
ed, much of which was laid out in 
“bonuses” (we suppose we must not 
call them bribes) to legislators, lobbiers, 
* promoters,” and all the harpies who 
pray upon incipient enterprises, either 
to secure their “ influence ” or to obviate 
their opposition, the managers and di- 
rectors found it necessary to exercise 
every practicable economy, to incroase 


reducing their expenses as a necessity 
of their very oxistence, we must remind 
the directors of the latter that in ob- 
taining a monopoly of the means of 
transit and travel, they have incurred 
responsibilities to the public which are 
at the least equally obligatory upon 
them as those they owe to their own 
sharcholders, and that the community 
has a right to expect and to exact from 
them the performance of the following 
duties. First, that the correspondence 
of the country, both domestic and for- 
eign, be forwarded with punctuality 


, | and regularity. Second, that personal 
giving aid to so many competing lines.

Our neighbours across the lakes have 
experienced all these difficulties, and 
have found even the State governments 
unable to provent the wholesale destruc- 
tion of property, and interruption of in- 
ternal communication, and what little 
has been accomplished towards the res- 
toration of order has been by means of 
the regular army, insomuch that many 
of the most influential journals are ad- 
vocating an increase of the army and 
the relegation of the power and duty of 
preserving the publie peace to the Fed- 
eral Government. We are much in- 
clined to applaud the wisdom of this 
suggestion and to recommend its adop- 
tion in our own case, so far as commit- 
ting the charge of defendfig the coun- 
try from internal revolution, as well as 
from foreign agyression, to the Dominion 
Government. It is true that a standing 
army is an unconstitutional force, and 
too expensive for the circumstances of 
Canada at the present time, but an effi- 
cient, a reliable, and a constitutional 
force might be provided, on 4 scale 
equal to either emergency, foreign or 
domestic, by dispensing with the "great- 
er part of our very inefficient local and 
municipal police, and establishing as 
national police force similar to’ that 
which has given such admirable results 
in Ireland, to be under the control and 
at the disposal of the Government. 


On this subject the Montreal Journal 
of Commerce has published a very cap- 
ital and convincing argument, from 
which we extract the following, with 
which we need hardlyesay that we cor:
